COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Hillsborough County: 


The commissioners of Hillsborough county hereby submit 
their annual report for the year ending December 31, 1911, 
together with the reports of the superintendent of the county 
farm, clerk of the Superior Court, sheriff, jailer, treasurer, 
auditors, and solicitor. 

The county farm at Grasmere has been and still is under 
the efficient management of Mr. Fordyce W. Russell, super- 
intendent; Mrs. Russell, matron; and James M. George, as- 
sistant superintendent. ‘This institution is constantly grow- 
ing, and with the increase in population of the two principal 
cities of the state, both of which are situated in this county, 
we see no reason why the inmates will not continue to in- 
crease from year to year. During the year the new addition 
_to the house of correction has been completed and fully 
equipped and cccupied. ‘This gives us one of the most up- 
to-date buildings in the state, and we trust that the accom- 


modations will be ample for years to come. We have also — 


during the year built and equipped a large addition to the 
new county hospital, especially for tubercular patients. The 
last county delegation from the New Hampshire legislature, 
realizing the need of such a building, passed a vote making 
an appropriation of fifteen thousand dollars to build and equip 
the same, and the work was finished complete without ex- 
ceeding the appropriation. 'The hospital during the year has 
been under the efficient management of Dr. C. W. Milliken 
as physician in charge, with Dr. E. B. Swett assistant, and 
Miss Addie Moore superintendent of nurses. Doctor Mil- 
liken gave much thought and study to the plans and erection 


+ 
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and equipment of the new building, and to his painstaking 
care we owe much, as the building is a model of its kind. 
We cordially invite the citizens of the county to visit this 
institution, look over this as well as all the various depart- 
ments, and see for themselves how their money is being ex- 
pended and the poor unfortunate are being cared for. 

The new jail was completed and equipped the present year, 
and ‘has been occupied since about June first. It is pro- 
nounced by good judges to be the best jail in all particulars 
to be found in the New England states. There are accom- 
modations for one hundred and twenty male prisoners, and 
good and ample room for all female prisoners. The com- 
missioners invite the inspection of the same by the people of 
Hillsborough county. ‘The efficient and economical manage- 
ment of the same by Jailer George H. Phinney and his very 
_ capable wife leads your commissioners to express their thanks 
and words of commendation to them for the same. 

The expense for paupers and soldiers has increased over 
one year ago. Several shut-downs by the mills in the cities 
during the year made it absolutely necessary to grant assist- 
ance to the worthy poor, who when out of work have to be 
assisted. Very careful investigation is made of cases call- 
ing for aid, and in the city of Manchester the work in that 
particular is almost daily. 

The expense for the support of children continues to in- 
crease each year. ‘The almost innumerable cases of abandon- 
ment of mothers with large families of children by the father, 
and of young girls who have not assumed the marriage re- 
lation, thus render county support imperative for said chil- 
dren. It would seem that legislation more stringent than 
~ now exists should be enacted if possible to obtain from these 
fathers support for the children. 

Your commissioners do hereby express their thanks to the 
many who have rendered them valuable assistance in their 
work. In obtaining commodities, they have purchased proper 
articles at the lowest prices; and said purchases have always 
been made in Hillsborough county when possible, and the 
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orders have been equally distributed throughout the county. 
Trusting that the work of the commissioners will meet with 
the approval of the taxpayers of the county, we herewith sub- 
scribe our names.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Hullsborough 
County: 


I hereby present to you my seventh annual report as super- 
intendent of the County Almshouse and House of Correction 
for the year ending December 31, 1911. 

There have been five hundred and thirteen persons admit- 
ted to the almshouse and hospital during the year, and a 
great many of this number have been able to do but little 
or no work at all. The hospitals in the almshouse, also the 
nursery department, are full at the present time. There have 
been sentenced to the house of correction three hundred and 
twenty-seven persons during the year, and out of that number 
there have been several who could do but little work, and 
some who were unable to do any at all. The new addition, 
which is of a cell form, greatly relieved the crowded con- 
dition in that building, making room for forty-eight male 
and twenty-three female prisoners, and giving them much 
better quarters than they previously had. | 

C. W. Milliken, M. D., and E. B. Swett, M. D., both of 
Grasmere, have looked after all needing medical and surgical 
treatment. 

The crops raised on the farm have not been as good as in 
years previous, due to the fact we had a late spring, excessive 
drouth, and early frost. 

I wish to thank the W. C. T. U. for fruit, entertainment, 
books for the library, flowers, cake, confectionery, and toys 
for the children during the year. 

I return thanks to the different individuals who have 
furnished reading matter, which has been greatly appreciated 
by the inmates. 
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I also wish to thank the Rey. E. C. Goodwin of Grasmere 
and the Rev. Fr. J. J. Brophy of Manchester for their faith- 
ful attention to the spiritual welfare of the inmates. 

To the officers of the institution and to you, Messrs. Com- 
missioners, I extend thanks for your assistance in my work. .

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY PHYSICIAN, | 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Hillsborough 

County: 

GENTLEMEN :—In making my third annual report, I wish 
to again thank you for the kind and considerate treatment 
which has characterized your dealings with me and my em- 
ployees, and the patients in my care. 

The past year has been one of increasing labor, and a 
great advance has been made. 

The training school for nurses was officially opened on 
February 1, 1911, and with the able and energetic assistance 
of Miss A. M. Moore, superintendent of nurses, there has been 
a greatly increased efficiency in our nursing department, 
which more than compensates for the added labors which 
the teaching involves. 

The new tuberculosis wards were opened on November 23, 
1911, and have proved their value, not alone in the better 
treatment of the cases for which they. were designed, but | 
also in the relief of the crowded condition of the other wards. 

The county of Hillsborough is to be congratulated on the 
personnel of its board of.county commissioners and its county 
delegation, who have provided a building where the modern 
methods for the treatment of tuberculosis can be carried out. 

For the first time since assuming control of the hospital 
I have nothing of importance to ask for, or to recommend, 
and it only remains to so train all our employees in their 
duties that we may get the greatest good from our institu- 
tion. 

The increase in patients noted last year continues, there 
being ten more patients in the hospital January 1, 1912, than 
one year ago.

In closing I would call attention to the cash balance on 
hand, $26,035.67. This balance is small for several reasons: 

First, because the sum of $14,886.58 for the New Hospital 
at Grasmere has been advanced out of this year’s appropria- 
tions, in anticipation of the taxes of 1912 and 1913, in which 
years the above sum is provided for. 

Second, because the receipts from the county farm for the 
last half of the year 1911, amounting to $5,508.21, were re- 
ceived Saturday, December 30, after banking hours, and so 
could not be listed under receipts of 1911, making actual re- 
ceipts from county farm for the year 1911, $10,202.79, instead 
of $4,794.58, as shown in my account. 

Third, because the taxes, amounting to $1,755.11 from the 
towns of Hollis and Bedford for the year 1911 were not re- 
ceived until after January 1, 1912; and | 

Fourth, because in my opinion the appropriations for the 
different departments of the county have failed to increase as 
fast as the expenses for these departments, due to the fast 
increasing population of the county. 

Any discrepancy between the total disbursements for ‘the 
different departments of the county as shown by my report 
and by that of the county commissioners is due to the follow- 
ing reasons: first, because my report covers only the last three 
quarters from April 1, 1911, when I took offce, to December 
31, 1911, while the report of the county commissioners covers 
a period from January 1, 1911, to December 31, 1911; and 
second, because some of the vouchers issued from the county 
commissioners’ office were not cashed in time to enter into 
my report.

AUDITORS’ REPORT. 


In accordance with the provisions of chapter 87 of the 
Laws of 1897, we have examined quarterly during the past 
year the accounts and vouchers of the county -treasurer, the 
superintendent of the county farm, the jailer, and the county 
commissioners. We have found their accounts correct and 
properly vouched, and so far as it is impossible for us to 
determine, generally just. 

We believe the board of commissioners. is looking after the 
business of the county closely and conscientiously; greater 
attention is being given to the smaller details of county busi- 
ness. Such suggestions as the auditors have seen fit to make 
have generally been given due attention. There is always 
room for improvement in the conduct of such a large business 
corporation as the Hillsborough county of today has become, 
and to that end we think progress is being made. 

Two great improvements might be made in the conduct of 
county affairs if the necessary legislation could be secured, to 
wit: 

1. An auditing system by which all bills should be audited 
before rather than after, they are paid. 

2. A change in the method of conducting the House of 
Correction at Grasmere. Such inmates as are able should be 
put at hard labor at some productive industry, summer as well 
as winter, as at the county jail. It is not in accord with 
twentieth century sense to confine a drunkard husband or 
“nonsupporter,” for instance, for six months or a year, 
and as a result have the county obliged to sustain his 
family. Make him work so that some of his earnings shall 
support his family directly, and so that he will not look for- 
ward with composure to another sentence. 
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The next county delegation might consider these. matters 
with profit to all of us. The recommendations, though aged, 
have lost no force in the interval. No criticism is intended 
by these suggestions upon the commissioners 6r Mr. Russell, 
superintendent at Grasmere. The defects in the existing 
system are largely organic, not administrative. 

For a detailed account of the receipts and disbursements we 
refer to the tabulation of the treasurer’s report printed ‘in 
this volume. . uy

SOLIGITOR'S REPORT. 


————________ 


T’o the Honorable Board of Comnussioners of the County of 

Hillsborough: 

The solicitor assumed office April 1, 1911. At the May 
term fifty-seven indictments were returned and at the Sep- 
tember term there were seventy-two. ‘These, with the ap- 
pealed cases from the police courts, have been disposed of ac- 
cording to the usual course of procedure. 

For the graver crimes seven persons have been committed 
to state prison and the others to the county houses of cor- 
rection. In some cases sentence has been suspended or the 
indictment continued for sentence when it seemed to the 
court that reform might thus be brought about. A few mi- 
nors were sent ‘to the Industrial school but in no instance for 
first offense. . 

The most serious indictment of the year was one charging 
Martin Conroy with killing his wife. This respondent, 
through counsel, pleaded guilty of murder in the first degree, 
and was sentenced to imprisonment for life. 

In view of the many crimes of violence due to the un- 
licensed carrying of weapons by private citizens, the solicitor 
has urged and secured jail sentences of all persons so charged 
and found guilty. Fines seem to be powerless to check this 
dangerous practice and it is hoped that imprisonment may 
have the desired effect. 

There is one civil action pending against the county. This 
grows out of the Varick gun case, so called. In April two 
metropolitan professional thieves stole several revolvers. On 
account of their record, bail for each was set at two thousand 
dollars, which was furnished in cash and later forfeited, the 
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respondents never appearing for trial. One Madden, of Bos- 
ton, who deposited two thousand dollars bail for one of the 
prisoners, has since brought suit against the county to recover 
the same on the ground that at the time he deposited bail he 
was a minor. This case is expected to come on for trial in 
the United States court at Portsmouth next March. 

In the performance of the duties of this office the solicitor 
has received uniform courtesy and codperation from all county 
and other public officers, for which he hereby makes grateful 
acknowledgment.
